The  Town  Coimcil  Presents  the  following  Report  for 
the  year  ending  April  / ,  iqo i , 


SEWERS. 

The  Sewer  System  has  worked  well  during  the  year.  No 
serious  complications  have  arisen.  The  question  of  a  joint 
outlet  to  tide  water  for  all  the  municipalities  in  the  district 
known  as  the  “  Passaic  Valley  ”  has  been  before  the  Council 
for  consideration,  but  as  yet  nothing  of  a  definite  nature  has 
been  accomplished. 

During  the  year  $14,000  of  the  short-term  Sewer  bonds 
have  been  retired,  showing  that  a  large  number  of  property- 
owners  have  been  paying  the  assessment  in  full. 

ROADS. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  in  work  of  road  con¬ 
struction,  about  ten  miles  having  been  completed.  Most  of 
the  roads  originally  intended  to  be  macadamized  have  been 
completed,  with  the  exception  of  Osborn  and  Warren  Streets 
and  Essex  Avenue.  There  still  remains  a  sufficient  amount  in 
the  Street  Improvement  Fund  to  do  these  streets.  The  appro¬ 
priation  made  for  repairs  was  expended  on  streets  mostly 
needed,  and  a  larger  amount  will  be  required  this  year.  The 
West  Belleville  Avenue  Storm  Drain  has  been  completed,  and 
the  avenue  graded  and  macadamized,  much  to  the  satisfaction 


of  the  Council,  and,  we  trust,  to  the  citizens.  The  assessment 
for  benefits  will  be  made  during  the  ensuing  year. 

WATER. 

The  Council  realizes  the  great  magnitude  of  the  subject, 
and  ol  the  necessity  of  procuring  for  both  public  and  private 
use  a  full  supply  of  potable  water.  As  our  present  contract 
expires  in  July,  1902,  some  definite  action  must  be  taken  this 
year.  Several  conferences  have  already  been  held  to  discuss 
this  all-important  subject,  and  due  consideration  will  be  given 
to  the  citizens  and  tax-payers  in  the  making  of  a  contract. 
During  the  year  the  town  water  supply  has  been  in  point  of 
pressure  and  quality  generally  satisfactory. 

LIGHT. 

The  Sub-Committee  on  Lighting,  after  much  investigation, 
felt  it  to  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  town  to  recommend  the 
renewal  of  the  existing  contract  for  arc  and  incandescent 
lights,  which  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council. 
The  lighting  service  during  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory. 


POLICE. 

The  usual  good  police  service  has  been  fully  maintained 
during  the  year,  the  force  at  present  consisting  of  a  Chief  of 
Police,  six  regular  officers  and  three  specials. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-nine  arrests  have  been  made,  and 
$461.70  collected  in  fines. 

PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Grounds  has  given  the  usual 
attention  to  our  beautiful  park,  and  a  number  of  new  shade 
trees  have  been  planted,  which  in  a  few  years  will  add  much 
in  the  way  of  attractiveness  to  the  public  grounds.  One  of 
the  new  departures  of  this  committee  has  been  the  making  of 
arrangements  with  Messrs.  John  Rassbach  &  Son,  the  florists, 
to  furnish  and  set  out  shade  trees  in  front  of  the  propel  of 
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citizens,  the  town  paying  one-half  the  cost.  All  property- 
owners  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  may 
communicate  directly  with  the  above-named  parties. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  usual  excellent  service  of  the  Department  has  been 
fully  maintained.  The  question  of  municipal  ownership  of  fire 
houses  is  now  before  the  Council  for  consideration.  For  a 
more  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  Department  we  would 
refer  you  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 


FINANCES. 

Since  the  last  report  the  funded  indebtedness  has  been 
decreased  by  the  payment  of  School  bonds,  $3,000,  and  the 
payment  of  Union  Outlet  Sewer  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $2,500. 
Our  floating  debt  has  been  increased  $10,000,  occasioned  by  the 
extraordinary  expenses  which  became  necessary  by  the  change 
of  our  form  of  government,  the  damages  assessed  for  the  widen¬ 
ing  of  Upper  Broad  Street,  and  other  expenses  charged  to  our 
incidental  account  which  are  not  likely  to  occur  again.  The 
time  for  payment  of  taxes  under  the  town  law  is  December  20, 
in  place  of  October  20,  as  under  township  law,  which  being 
two  months  later  than  usual  accounts  for  more  unpaid  taxes 
than  in  former  years.

HOSE. 


We  have  now  in  the  department  5,000  feet  of  two  and 
one-half  inch  rubber  line  cotton  hose.  Acting  on  my  last 
year’s  recommendation  the  Fire  Committee  purchased  2,000 
feet  of  hose,  also  arranged  for  the  drying  of  all  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  hose  in  tower  erected  by  Excelsior  Hose  Company 
No.  3,  which  I  consider  very  essential  for  the  preservation  of 
hose.  The  additional  hose  purchased  places  the  department 
now  in  first  class  condition  and  greatly  increases  its  efficiency. 

APPARATUS. 

The  department  has  for  active  service  as  follows  : 

One  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck. 

Two  Hose  Wagons. 

One  Four-wheeled  Hose  Carriage. 

Two  Two -wheeled  Jumpers. 

One  Four-wheeled  Hose  Carriage  in  reserve. 

All  the  above  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  with  the 
exception  of  the  four-wheeled  Hose  Carriage  located  at  Ex¬ 
celsior  Hose  Company,  No.  3,  which  is  in  bad  condition,  and 
I  recommend  that  a  new  carriage  be  purchased  for  this  Com¬ 
pany.  I  also  recommend  that  four  Fire  Extinguishers  be 
purchased  for  Essex  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  No,  1. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

Our  fire  alarm  system  has  been  successfully  operated  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  by  the  untiring  efforts  of  Superintendent 
A.  Olsen. 


OVERHEAD  WIRES. 

As  stated  in  my  last  year’s  report,  I  still  believe  the 
stringing  of  wires  in  the  centre  of  the  town  should  be  restrict- 
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ed  as  they  are  apt  to  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  dangerous  to  pedestrians. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  a  good 
pressure  being  obtained  at  all  fires.  We  have  185  hydrants. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  still  believe  that  as  soon  as  possible  a  building  centrally 
located  should  be  erected  in  which  Essex  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company,  No.  1,  and  Phoenix  Hose  Company,  No,  r,  can  be 
housed,  also  that  a  new  building  for  Active  Hose  Company, 
No.  2,  be  erected  at  once,  as  the  one  they  are  located  in  at 
present  is  not  fit  for  use  and  dangerous, 

CONCLUSION. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in 
having  small  losses,  which  has  been  due  to  the  prompt  re¬ 
sponse  of  the  department.  I  desire  to  extend  my  sincere 
thanks  to  your  honorable  body,  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  department  and  also  the  police  for  kind  assistance  in  the 
performance  of  my  duty.
